The Great Canal, 


We lay before our readers to day, the re- 
port of the Committee on Commerce, of the 
United States House of Representatives, 
upon the Atiantic and Great Western Canal 
bill. This report wae adopted unauimously 
by the committee and is now spread upon 
the Journals of Congress. It is very full and 
strong in its commendation of this great 
national work, and we hope it will be care- 
fully read. It contains many interesting 
facts. The committee justly states that for 
years past the South has been entirely neglec- 
ted by the U. 8 Government. Its harbors 
have been permitted to fill up, its rivers to 
become “waste-waters”—and its industrial 
pursuits to languish. That portion of it 
relative to the product of cotton merits 
special attention. Indeed the whole report 
is worthy of the most careful consideration, 
It presents points of the deepest interest, not 
only to this State and section but to the 
whole country. 

It is not probable that any further action 
will be taken upon the matter during the 
present session. The Senate has, however, 
appointed a special committee to examine 
and report upon the measure, and it is not 
improbable that this committee will be author- 
ized to set during the recesy. In this event 
we would suggest that Atlanta would be pos- 
sibly the best point for the committee to 
hold its session and in behalf of our citizens, 
we extend to them a cordial invitation to 


meet bere.

The Bordeaux Wine Trade, 


One of the “blue books” just issued for the 
ase of Parliament contains a commercial re- 
port on the wine trade of Bordeaux for 1871, 
prepared by the British Consul of that dis- 
trict. The report states that in ordinary 
years the Department of Bordeaux pro iuces 
1,250,000 casks of red and white wine, each 
cask containing 50 gallons, and that about 
half that quantity is exported. The varia- 
tions in the value of these wines in different 
years isastonishing. The Chateau Lafitte,” 
for instance, in a year of remarkable good 
vintage sells for as much as £70 a cask, while 
tLe same wine in a bad year brings only £6, 
and the common wines—those which grow 
upon low, wet soil—sometimes sell as low as 


£20 cask. 
In the year 1869, the first-class white wines 


of Bordeaux were bought up early and at a 
low price, and were afterwards sold by the 
merchants at an advance of 50 per cent. 
These white wines, says the consul, are not 
known as they deserve to be. There is no 
wine in the world, he says, that can compare 
in richness of flavor and fullmess of aroma to 
the “Chateou Yquem” of 1861. The claret 
of the vintage of 1868 was remarkably excel- 
lent, better, in fact, than that of any vintage 
since 1848. There are hundreds of shippers 
of wine at Bordeaux, but of these there are 
only about twenty who are first-class dealers, 
and perhaps twice as many second-class. 
The others are enterprising young merchants 
who continually travel in search of business, 
and who succeed in finding numerous orders 
that they can execute with great profit to 


themselves.

TRE ATLANTIC AND GREI’T WES- 
TEBN CiNAL. 


Report ef the Congressional Com- 
mittee, 


Itis proposed to connect by canal and 
slack water navigation—the Coosa, Etowah 
and Ocmuigee Rivers, the Tennessee River 
at Guotersville, Alabama, with the Atlantic 
Ocean, at Savannah, Georgia. 

Commencing at Guntersville, the most 
southern roint reached by the Tennessee 
River, thence to Coosa, thirty miles distant, 
which it enters and foilows to Rome, Geor- 
gia, up to which point the Coosa River is 
navigable for large steamboats at all seasons 
of the year. 

From Rome, the canal follows the Etowah 
River to its nearest point of contact with the 
Ocmulgee, and thence down the latter stream 
to navigable water and the Atlantic Ocean. 

By this means the entire navigable waters 
of the States of Alabams, East Mississippi 
and West Florida, will be connected with the 
vast inland sea, comprised in the term, “Mis- 
sissippi River and its tributaries,” also the 
navigable system of thdStates of South Car- 
olina, Georgia, Florida, and a of North 
Carolina, embracing about 5,000 miles of wa- 
ter easily navigated by vessels of ligut draft, 
used upon canals. These vessels would pen- 
etrate the streams and cstuaries above refer- 
red to, into almost every portion of these six 
States—States that produce the major por- 
tion of the cotton raised upon this continent. 

The census of 1870 shows, thst Georgia, 
South Carolina, Alabama and Florida—the 
States which will be directly effected by the 
construction of this canal—kad an aggregate 
population of 074,455. 

hese States produce 57,215,600 bushels of 
tain. Their average consumption, accord- 
ing to data furnished by the Bureau of Statis- 
tics, is 104,521,470 bushels. This leaves a 
deficit of 47,305,870 bushels to be supplied by 
other States. As the larger portion of this 
grain is needed along the sea board, in what 
is known as the cotton belt, we may assume 
the distance from St. Louis to Savannah as 
the average distance this grain is moved. 
This would make the cost of transportation 
on each ten 6/4 40, at 14 cents per ton per 
mile. 

The Eugineer's report gives the cost by the 
proposed canal, at $4 88 per ton for 
same distance, that is from St. Louis to bu 
vannah. This is a saving of $9 52 upon 
each ton, and an aggregate saving of $12. 
647,024 72 upon one article in a single year, 
the development of a latent value of nearly 
fourteen millions to bs dividedebetween the 
producer and the consumer. 

These States produce 2,682 hhds. of sugar, 
172,282,812 ibs. of rice, and 1,167,705 bales of 
cotton. The number of bales equals nearly 
half the cotton product of the United States. 

The great ‘need of this section is cheap 
food; its soil and climate is not adapted to 
the production of grain, and the high price 
of breadstuffs has retarded its development.

Powers in government are 
delegated for wise and beneficent purposes, 
and ¢annot be otherwise used. There is a 
higher law, as well recognized and as sacredly 
respected among men as the commands of 
the statute book, which declares that all 
— are restricted egainst abuse, and shall 

exercised rationally and aright. Whatever 
may be his 2 no man has the right to do 
wrong. or, ia other words, to abuse the trust 
confided to his han It: is inst this 
abuse that I protested in a former article. 
contended that the Senate had no right under 
the Constitution to reject a good appointment, 
even though Senators should believe that a 
better one inight have. been made. There is 
nothing about which sensible men differ 
more than the capacity and qualifications of 
lawyers, and if there is One man in the pres- 
ent Senate who is more Competent to decide 
such matters than the Governor himself, I 
would be glad to have him pointed out by 
name.
